Vows tough CIA quiz 


Rocky: 
They’re in 
the wrong 

NEW YORK (UPI) — Vice 
President Nelson A. Rockefel- 
ler said Sunday the CIA proba- 
3 ly did engage in .illegal do- 
mestic surveillance and that 
lis commission would find out 
who authorized it and why. 

Rockefeller said the special 
commission he heads, to in- 
vestigate the CLA, must first 
determine if there was domes- 
:ic spying, and added “I think 
we are going to find the an- 
swer is yes.” 

“What we want to do is (find 
nit) who were they, how ex- 
:ensive and who authorized it. 
And wa§ this a direct presiden- 
tial or attorney general order 
ind what were the reasons for 
it.” 

The vice president, inter- 
viewed on CBS’ Face the Na- 
ion, said the commission did 
not need subpena power or 
iVhite House tapes from the 
Nixon administration to make 
a thorough investigation. 

He said the commission has 
had “no problem whatsoever 
in getting people to come and 
getting people to talk.” 

HE WAS visibly angered 
when one reporter asked a 
question implying the vice 
president’s friendship with 
Sec. of State Henry A. Kissi- 
nger might prevent Rockefel- 
ler from “fingering” anyone in 
the CIA or State Department 
for the domestic surveillance. 

“Well, I have to say to you 
that in your question, you 
question my integrity . . . I’ve 
taken the oath of office to sup- 
port the Constitution of the 
United States and to support 
this country against enemy 
from within and without.” 


sional investigation into al- 
leged abuses of the CIA and 
FBI is expected to pick up mo- 
mentum Monday with an an- 
ticipated Senate approval of a 
new Select Investigation Com- 
mittee.

IN ANOTHER development, 
the government has until Tues- 
day to produce all its secret 
files, including CIA material,

The government was given 
the order by U.S. District 
Court Judge Thomas P. Griesa 
of the Southern District of New 
York as an outgrowth of a suit 
by the Socialists seeking to end 
alleged surveillance, harass- 
ment and disruption programs 
by the government, including 
the FBI and CIA.
